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INTRODUCTION. 


O end of strange things are discussed over a 

cup of tea, and at the finish it not infrequently 
proceeds by easy stages to a talk about divination. A 
refreshing cup of the beverage that “ cheers but not 
inebriates,”’ the leaves that are left behind, and, of 
course, fortune telling by this means. In the follow- 
ing pages you will find more than is usually known 
about this fascinating subject of ‘‘cup-tossing,” as 
it is popularly called. Let us look at the matter for 
a few moments in the light of what we know about 
this strange faculty of fortune-telling. 

I think it was Macdonald, the sober-minded 
Quaker poet, who said: ‘‘ All that interests a man 
1s man.” What he intended to convey was that 
things receive their interpretation in this pheno- 
menal world, not only by us as human beings, but in 
terms of our humanity. In other words, things have 
only that meaning for us which we ourselves import 
to them. This looks interesting. Proceeding along 
these lines, we come to the conclusion that mere 
phenomena, such as a bevy of bees at a swarming, 
the appearance of a comet in our solar system, the 
bursting of a great storm-cloud, the picking up of a 
coin in the street, and a thousand other happenings, 
have no significance at all in our scheme of thought 
except that which is dictated by their direct bearing 
on our current needs. The average man would say : 
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‘I have no use for these things.” In a word, they 
are devoid of relativity, and as detached phenomena 
they are without significance. The real truth is, of 
course, that they form part of the mosaic of our 
thought, have their place in the ever-changing 
kaleidoscope of life, and affect us in a thousand ways 
of which we have little knowledge. Suppose for a 
moment that we take away from a man’s surround- 
ings all those things that he has ‘‘ no use for” and 
blot them out of existence. How much of life would 
be left for him that would be worth the living? But 
if for the bevy of bees we substitute the idea of collec- 
tive industry, for the flaming comet the idea of the 
fire brands and red-heads of the political and social 
worlds, these things begin to have some pertinent 
value in the scheme of his thought. When, further, 
we press it home by insisting that these symbols and 
tokens are capable of an interpretation in relation to 
himself, the man is disposed to look twice at them. 
Now in all thought, as in all action, there are two 
distinct kinds of operation. One is conscious, the 
other unconscious ; one is purposive, the other auto- 
matic. Psychologists will inform you that the sub- 
merged or unconscious and automatic part of yourself 
bears about the same relation to your wideawake 
self as the submerged part of an iceberg does to that 
part which is not submerged ; that is to say, for every 
one part above the waterline there are eight parts 
below. From this we learn that the greater part of 
our consciousness is submerged. It is this part of 
ourselves to which we make appeal when we bring 
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the automatic faculty into play. Child action is 
spontaneous and instinctual. Mature or adult action 
is in a greater or lesser degree purposive. All pur- 
posive action tends to become habitual. When it 
sinks into the region of habit it becomes automatic. 
It then sinks down below the waterline of our waking 
consciousness and may appear at any time thereafter 
under suitable stimulus, either in dream life or as 
memory in our waking life. But apart from experi- 
ence acquired, and which in fact has become auto- 
matic and subject to external suggestion, the greater 
part of our real knowledge belongs to the hidden Self 
within, and which, conceivably, may be in touch 
with the imperishable Soul of things. It has, at all 
events, been shown very frequently that this hidden 
self knows more than the external self has ever 
learned in the course of its existence, and is responsible 
for every show of genius, of prophetic faculty, and of 
inspired action to which from time to time men and 
women of note are impelled. 

It is this hidden Self, the submerged Soul, this 
consciousness below the water-line, that we make 
use of in any means of foreknowledge. For it is the 
source of ajl divination. Divination in all ages and 
climes has claimed the attention of serious minds. 
It is not nearly such a jeu de salon as most people 
imagine it to be. The astrologists make use of the 
planets, the luminaries, and even of comets as symbols 
to be interpreted according to their art. Others have 
used the entrails of animals, the flight of birds, the 
colours and shapes of the clouds, etc., as a means of 
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divination. In China from most ancient times they 
have used short and long sticks or reeds, called kwet, 
for divining and foretelling the future. There is even 
a classic work called ‘* The Book of Transformations ”’ 
which the great philosopher and reformer, Confucius, 
highly commended, and often made use of. It is 
similar to the books on Geomancy which have 
currency in the West, and which, it may be remarked, 
Lord Lytton made such clever use of when predicting 
for his friend Benjamin Disraeli a position and fame 
second only to that of the sovereign. Divination by 
the crystal and by the cards is also of high antiquity, 
and by no means to be despised by the wise and serious 
because of the abuses to which the triflers of our day 
have submitted them. The faculty of divination is 
a soul-faculty, and as such it is implanted by the 
Creator. It should therefore be wsed—not abused. 

In the following pages the author has brought 
together a number of observed interpretations 
gathered in the course of inquiry into these subtle 
phases of human intelligence, and has given them an 
orderly setting and a modern accentuation. It is on 
account of the deep interest I take in all aspects of 
the “occult”? that I have consented to write this 
Preface, and it is in the hope that the study of this 
little work may be the means of leading the reader to 
investigate still further the hidden laws of our super- 
ficial life that I wish it every success.

AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


O facilitate reference to the following pages it 

may be remarked that almost every object 

which could be distinctively recognized in the tea-cup 
will be found under its own name. 

The faculty of Divination is one that is tempera- 
mental and most highly developed in a certain class 
of individuals, irrespective of the degree of learning 
or education to which such people can lay claim. 
Often the most ignorant are the best diviners. It is 
foolish, however, to presume that the ignorant are 
more prone than others to believe in these things. 
Ignorance is allied very closely to suspicion, and a 
strong faculty of self-defence goes along with it. It 
is rather the most educated who, having come near 
to the borderland which separates the known from 
the unknown, are most disposed to seek beyond the 
threshold of our normal consciousness for an answer 
to the deeper problems of life. Whether we regard 
the groupings of the planets in the heavens, or other 
of those “ signs in the sun and moon and stars”’ to 
which the inspired Master directs our attention, or 
merely the groupings of tea-leaves in a cup, the 
process of interpretation is radically the same. We 
are bound to interpret in terms of our common 
life and thought. We have only one language— 
Symbolism, and one interpretation thereof—Hu- 
manism. Perhaps it is only through the recog- 
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nition of these facts that the prophecy which says 
that ‘‘ All peoples shall be of one nation and one 
language, and there shall be one king over all the 
earth’ will eventually be fulfilled. However that 
may be, I would not have my readers regard this 
little work as trivial and merely a matter of amuse- 
ment. Greater minds than mine have given their 
whole energies to the task of interpreting natural 
symbolism, and according to all authorities there 
never was a time when it did not form an important 
part in the thought-expression of all peoples with any 
pretensions whatsoever either to Science or Art. 
Nevertheless, it would be a dull world if we could not 
extract a great deal of humour from a cup of tea.

TEA-CUP 
FORTUNE TELLING 


DIVINING BY THE CUP 


WHITE cup is the best for this purpose, as the 
grounds of tea or coffee are easier seen. Pour 
off any tea or coffee that may be in the cup. Shake 
the grounds well about the cup, so that the leaves, 
etc., may cover the surface of the cup. Reverse the 
cup into the saucer, that the tea or coffee may be 
drained off, and the leaves or grounds that remain 
will be required to tell the fortune. 

You must concentrate on the cup, and allow your 
imagination to have full play, in order to picture the 
leaves forming into emblems. The reader of the cup 
should allow her thought to rest upon the person who 
is waiting to hear his fortune. Do not expect the 
figures always to have an actual resemblance to the 
emblems ; it is quite sufficient that the leaves suggest 
these things. Sometimes they are very distinct. Of 
course the more fertile the imagination of the person 
who is studying the cup the more will be discovered 
in it. 

The one who takes pleasure in this amusement or 
easy way of divination must make himself the judge 
more or less of time and place. Men, women, and 
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children are often very distinctly seen, and in these 
cases it is not difficult to determine the sexes. How- 
ever, in some cases the dark leaves are taken for the 
male sex, and the light for the female. The same 
with dark or fair people; but as I have already 
hinted, the ingenuity of the judge should direct him 
to speak more or less pointedly on the distinctions. 

It is impossible to lay down any definite rule as to 
interpretation ; although every symbol has some 
general significance, it must have a particular signi- 
ficance in regard to each person. This is the case 
with regard to dreams, for instance. To dream of 
coal means very good luck to some people I know ; 
while to others, even in the same family, it is quite 
the reverse. 

In reading the tea-cup the Seer must not be in a 
hurry ; the general appearance must be studied, and 
those symbols that stand out prominently must be 
of more importance than those that are less clearly 
indicated. 

Some cups will present no features of interest, or 
are muddled and indistinct, probably a reflex of the 
condition of the inquirer. 

The handle of the cup represents the house, or the 
home. Time can be foretold more or less by the 
position of the leaves. Close to the brim the events 
are immediate ; and the nearness or the distance from 
the home is judged according to the position of the 
leaves away from the handle. 

Leaves at the bottom of the cup generally forebode 
ill fortune. The left of the handle can be interpreted 
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as to events passed or opportunities thrown away ; 
the right side of the handle as present and future, 
usually good, except when cloudy or thick. 

SERPENTINE LINEs indicate roads or ways. If they 
appear in the clear are sure tokens of some fortunate 
changes at hand; surrounded by many dots they 
signify the gain of money, also long life. At the 
bottom of the cup, or surrounded by clouds, they 
indicate reverses past or future. 

Dots signify gain by money and must be inter- 
preted by the surroundings. 


CIRCLES indicate completion, 
Wavy LInEs show unsettlement. 
STRAIGHT LINES signify a straight course. 


A Cross WITHIN A CIRCLE indicates imprisonment, 
detention, hospital or other form of enforced re- 
straint. 


DasHEs generally indicate enterprises afoot, but 
time must be given for maturity. 


ANIMALS 


The shapes of animals are sometimes very distinctly 
formed by the tea-leaves, so here we have matter for 
consideration. It has been observed that the brute 
creation has been endowed with the gift of foresight.

The doublings of the hare, the tricks of the fox to 
escape the hounds, both indicate sagacity and fore- 
sight. A volume could be written concerning the 
ways and means animals have of foresight. 

A few dots may take the form of a dog’s head. 
This will be sufficient to foretell a true friend. Should 
a letter of the alphabet be near, there will be news 
from a friend whose name the etter indicates. 

The symbolism of the different animals will be 
found of interest, and accurate. 


BIRDS 


If two or more birds are seen as if flying towards 
the house, expect good news. If they are at rest, a 
stroke of luck is near. 

The relative importance must be judged according 
to the size of the symbols whether the representation 
be a bird or any other symbol. For instance, if a 
small bird should be seen resting and a small horse- 
shoe is by, good luck or good news, but not anything 
very great. If the birds seen flying are very small 
they would portend good news, but not quite unex- 
pected, nor anything very great. 

It is the business of the Seer to find resemblances 
formed by the tea-leaves and to consider the general 
character of the symbols in order to give an accurate 
judgment. 
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Birds of passage seem to inherit the gift of divina- 
tion in a remarkable degree. They assemble together 
at an appointed hour, and take their leave before the 
approach of winter, which they see will destroy the 
flies and insects; and it is extraordinary that they 
return as soon as the sun brings forth into new life 
that which is necessary for their subsistence. They 
also are clever enough to find out their old nests and 
habitations. 

Notice on which side of the cup you may see the 
likeness of the bird or birds: if to the r7ght, coming or 
going, it is always a good sign—prosperous business, 
etc. 

If going from the handle on the left side, then look 
to your investments and your business. If coming 
on the left side, you must beware of new propositions. 

Birds in general are good, but the interpretations 
vary with the species ; also the dots and dashes must 
be taken into consideration. Remember dots are 
good, dashes are obstacles. Also the positions must 
be studied. 

A flock of birds, change in circumstances or change 
of country. 


FLOWERS 


Flowers are given as a token of appreciation, or 
praise, or love. Also in loving memory to the dead. 
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Hence we take them as the symbolism of love, 
honour, esteem, and favours. 

At the bottom of the cup the more sinister inter- 
pretations attach to these beautiful gifts of nature and 
would appear to indicate at least a serious illness. 
In the clear, good fortune should be near at hand, 
happiness in love and marriage. 

In the text will be found a few flower definitions 
which have their own meaning. 


Should the consultant wish to ask a single question, 
it is possible to get the answer from the tea-leaves. 

In this case the question must be asked while the 
cup is being turned, the inquirer keeping his or her 
mind concentrated on the subject. 

If the shapes taken by the tea-leaves are regarded 
only in this connexion a definite answer will be found. 
Thus, if the question were : ‘‘ Shall I gain my wish ? ” 
if any symbols pertaining to the nature of the wish or 
desired object should appear in the cup at the top and 
in the clear, you will get your wish. But should it 
be at the bottom, the wish will be delayed in fulfil- 
ment; and if in the thick, many difficulties and 
obstacles, of the nature indicated by surrounding 
symbols. But if there should be no symbol appro- 
priate to the nature of the wish, it must be taken as 
of doubtful issue and the question should not be 
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raised again until after the change of moon. In this 
connexion it should be noted that flowers denote suc- 
cess if clearly defined, as also do crowns, sceptres, 
and horseshoes ; while swords, daggers, crosses, etc., 
denote misfortune and strife. 

Other interpretations than those already given may 
apply to some of the symbols, It depends upon the 
Seer. 


Various Scryers and Seers differ very much in 
temperament. There is the Seer who works with 
effort, turning things over in his mind, cuestioning 
and reasoning out their meaning. Then there is the 
Seer who does not work at all, and makes no effort 
—visions come imperceptibly, and have generally a 
literal fulfilment. 

In the case of the former Seer the vision would be 
symbolical, and therefore not subject to a literal 
interpretation. 

People who are of excitable, nervous temperament 
are usually quick to grasp the meanings and give a 
good reading. It is, however, necessary that self- 
possession and confidence in one’s own soul-power 
should be maintained in order to obtain the best 
results in any form of divination. 


Isolated tea-leaves and stems sometimes appear 
like single letters of the alphabet or figures. 
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THE SYMBOLS 


The following alphabetical list of symbols will be 
found as complete as possible, having regard to the 
fact that signs or symbols can only be represented 
by concrete forms or things to which more than one 
name can be ascribed. In this respect the author 
has endeavoured to sieze upon the obvious rather 
than the intimate, and as often as possible has called 
things by their general names. At times it is found 
convenient to employ a cross reference so that allied 
symbols may be found under their common indica- 
tion. Things are the products of thought and as 
such answer directly to our common experience. 
Man is the Thinker, his faculty is Thought, and the 
resultant product is the Think-et, Thinget or Thing— 
in, and through which, his thought finds its material 
expression. The universe was Thought before it 
came to be. All of the universe that is included 
within our ken is therefore the concrete expression 
of thought. Regarded as an impelling or controlling 
force in human life and polity, thought’is at the rout 
of all action. It is here that the symbols of thought, 
the things of our common experience, gain their full 
significance. The axiom that thoughts are things, 
involves the converse idea that things are the expres- 
sions of thought. Hence symbols, as defining the 
things of sense, become also directly connected with 
the thought of those things, and this means, they are 
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in some way intimately connected with the originative 
power which gives them their significance. 

Without attempting in this place to trace the 
coincidence of Symbol and Event, it will perhaps 
suffice if we say that in the conception of those who 
have made a deep study of this subject, there is in 
man a subconscious Self which is connected with the 
World Soul and has intuitive perception of all past 
and future action. This submerged Self expresses 
itself more especially by what is called automatic 
action and is especially prominent in all methods 
of divination. Let us suppose for a moment that 
this Inner Self or Submerged Consciousness really 
exists. Obviously it may become the source of all 
our inspirations, all our impulses, and may largely 
control the majority of our actions. If its purpose 
is to safeguard the Person, through whom it finds its 
external manifestation and expression, it may do so 
by a variety of means, as by dreams, visions, impulses, 
and a number of automatic actions all of which tend 
to produce a given result, namely, to confront the 
person with a consciousness of what is, humanly 
speaking, the inevitable end of a set course of action. 
Thus it is able to say to us in the form of symbols : 
Go on and do not weary, success lies at the end of 
your path. Or, on the other hand, it may speak to 
us in symbols, saying: Stop while you may. Change 
your course, for if you persist in your present career 
you are foredoomed to failure and disgrace. That 
sort of information is worth getting. We, who find 
cheer in a cup of tea, may find additional stimulus 
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in the message that it leaves with us. No wise or 
great mind ever neglected to regard the symbols and 
signs presented to his mind in the great kaleidoscope 
of life. The humblest of minds may find no less of 
inspiration in the simple turn of a teacup. The 
message is there as clearly as in the heavens. Only 
the symbols require to be interpreted. This has been 
done in the following alphabetical list and will 
probably be found to exhaust the subject and fill ali 
requirements. 


Acr.—The ace of any suit of cards has significance 
of striking events about to happen. Rapid and 
important decisions will have to be made. Events 
will be of the nature indicated by the ace. [If of 
diamonds it shows financial affairs will require care- 
ful attention at once. If clubs, business generally 
connected with agreements and contracts ; papers will 
have to be signed. If hearts, domestic and social 
affairs will bring a development of some magnitude ; 
and a birth or marriage is not unlikely. If spades, 
expect sorrow and many hindrances and obstacles, 
and in extreme cases this symbol may indicate death. 


Acorns.—An acorn at the top of the cup foretells 
to the consultant riches easily gained. 

In the middle, and in the clear, good health and 
enjoyment. 

At the bottom of the cup, shows a certain recovery 
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from a severe illness; or if the consultant has finan- 
cial difficulties to contend with, assistance is at hand 
and a way shown to surmount speedily all troubles. 


AERIAL.—A line over any other symbol shows 
mysterious news, unexpected happenings, secret 
counsels, and in some cases scandal. Two lines run- 
ning parallel show a journey will have to be made. 


AEROPLANE.—This indicates the balancing of 
accounts and some adjustment of your affairs in 
financial matters. To some people it will be the 
signal for a swift journey attended by some risk. To 
all beholders it denotes a rise in life due to enterprise 
and personal effort and the right use of opportunities. 
A biplane shows that the success attending will be 
due to your association with some other person, either 
in partnership or marriage. 


AGED.—symbol of an old man or woman indicates 
a breakdown in your affairs and declining fortunes. 
All your efforts will be required to steady your for- 
tunes and to make progresss at all. 


AIRCRAFT.—Should the leaves form the picture of 
an aeroplane in full flight in the clear, this would 
portend elevation, a rise in position. Near the home, 
new projects. 

At the bottom of the cup, unsuccessful project. 
If the aeroplane should appear to be broken, disaster 
is foretold. 

In the thick, encompassed by clouds, danger of 
losing a position, and many obstacles. Ifafavourable 
symbol is near—i.e. an anchor or a horseshoe— 
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there is every chance of overcoming the obstacles by 
tenacity and perseverance. 

There is no scientific reason why these particular 
meanings should be given, but they have been proved 
to be correct in many cases, That is why they are 
given Lere. However, sometimes the representation 
can be interpreted literally, according to the judg- 
ment of the Seer. 


ALLiGATOR.—This symbol is very dangerous and 
denotes that enemies are on the look out to injure 
you. Great care will be needed to avoid hurt. See 
Crocodile. 


Aps.—High mountains with peaks are indicative 
of high aspirations and great endeavours, which will 
be successful if the attending symbols are propitious 
or the mountain appears in a clear field with lines 
across or bars or crosses around them. If these occur 
then the ambitions will be realized only with great 
difficulty and not without danger. 


AMULET.—A symbol of this sort of whatever nature, 
such as a heart, anchor, etc., should be interpreted 
according to the nature of the symbol ; but in general 
the amulet may be said to indicate protection and 
good fortune, for that is the sole purpose of their 
existence and use. 


ANCHOR.—At the bottom of the cup, success by 
water. 

At the top, constant love. 

In the middle, surrounded by dots, a voyage 
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bringing success, good business and commerce, money 
by water. 

Erect, with the link uppermost, well-deserved rest, 
with plenty. 

Surrounded by thick clouds, inconstancy. 

Dashes round about, dangerous enterprises, ulti- 
mate success. 


ANIMAL.—The particular indication can only be 
known from the nature of the animal portrayed (which 
see under its own name). Animals usually indicate 
power of action and ability to achieve in some direc- 
tion or another, But each has its own meaning, as 
a dog for fidelity and friendship, a cat for deception 
and caution, a lion for courage and mastery, a wolf 
for rapacity and greed, and so of the rest. 


ANKLE.—Joined to the upper leg, shows ability 
misdirected, ambition without understanding, and 
instability of purpose. Joined to a foot it indicates 
soundness of judgment, deep understanding, power of 
direction and control, and desire for progress. If 
turned to the right, it is an additional indication of 
good. 


ANntT.—This is a symbol of industry, courage, per- 
serverance, and thrift. It shows success in life 
by the use of the natural powers and faculties 
and a place among the people as a well-known and 
deserving citizen. 


Arv.—This is a symbol of an unfinished career, an 
enterprise cut short, premature retirement from 
action, accidents, sudden calamities. The arc- 
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en-ciel, or rainbow, is defined by a series of parallel 
arcs, and this is a protection and an indication of 
Hope, which it will be well to sustain by Faith and 
Industry. 

Arxk.—An ark, or house-boat, indicates a haven or 
refuge from calamities which appear to threaten. It 
is a symbol of security in the midst of great dangers 
and assurance of well-being in a time of stress. 


Arrow.—This indicates a disagreeable letter ; 
fiom where it comes must be judged by the direction 
of the arrow. If dots are around it will be connected 
with money. 


Ass.—If at the top of the cup, a very good 
augury of success and happiness. In the middle 
contentment. At the bottom patience and persever- 
ance will overcome all present difficulties. 


ASTERISK.—This carries the same meaning as a 
star (which see). It denotes that there is reason for 
immediate attention in some direction or other, and 
is interpreted very much in terms of its attending 
symbols The appearance of a star or asterisk in a 
sortilege is a signal which should never be overlooked. 


ASTERISM.—A group of small stars, in a cluster, 
denotes much news and new company. It indicates 
that your efforts will be in association with others 
and that your individual powers will have to be 
suborned for the common good, As a unit you will 
not shine brilliantly but in company with others you 
will meet with success. You may join a syndicate 
or corporation, 
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ATTIRE.—Clothes of any sort are a symbol of a 
change of estate, for better or worse, as may be 
indicated by the nature of the article represented. A 
hat shows a rise in life, a new position, honours or 
preferment, success. Boots denote journeys, and if 
well defined will be successful. A habit or coat shows 
a change in your domestic affairs. A collar indicates 
a change of occupation. 


AvuTocaR.—A motor-car or automobile denotes 
success and progress in all your affairs owing to your 
power of direction and ability to guide your action into 
right channels. It denotes independence of spirit and 
singleness of ambition. 


AviaRY.—An aviary or cage full of birds denotes 
many new projects and ideas ; but these will be diffi- 
cult to realize owing to restrictions and impediments 
that are imposed upon you. You need more freedom 
in order to meet with the measure of success that your 
high ideals and fertile imagination are capable of 
inspiring.

Basy.—Curiously enough, this symbol is an indica- 
tion of trouble and denotes the beginning of a new 
series of adversities which will claim much of your 
time and attention. If this symbol is attended by a 
star, do not sign any agreements or contracts and 
look well to those that are already standing, for they 
are in danger of collapse and nullity.

The face or figure of a baby near the house portends 
a birth or an addition to the family. 

At the bottom of the cup, trouble through senseless 
talk. 

In the clear, new successful interest leading to 
honours. 


BiGc.—This symbol denotes danger of hurt from 
secret enemies, ambushes and schemes and plots 
directed against you. It warns of much need, and 
the fuller it appears the worse will be your condition. 
Taking the form of a portmanteau or “ grip,” it 
denotes travelling and change of plans. 


BaGPIPE.—There will be much discord and dis- 
affection in your family affairs. Business will be 
conducted with difficulty. Excitement and high 
tension will tend to create ill health and nervous 
derangement. Projects and ambitions end in discord 
and danger. 


BALL.— You will travel much and enjoy more thar 
the usual degree of experience in the ups and downs 
of life in your own and other countries. You will be 
the plaything of fortune and will never know rest. 
Unless under the guidance of a higher power than 
your own, your path in life will be circumferential and 
will end where it began. 


BARQUE.—See Ship. 


BAR-SHOT.—This or chain shot is a symbol of a 
double danger from enemies. You will need to be 
on the outlook continually against the machinations 
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of your adversaries, and will do well to lead a quiet 
and peaceable existence and not engage in any litiga- 
tion or hostilities. 


BASKET,—A basket seen in the clear near the house 
shows an addition to the family. If at the top of the 
cup, either a gift or an increase of wealth and friends. 

A basket of flowers is an augury of good things, 
festive gatherings, social pleasures. 

If a ring should be near, a marriage. If a letter 
can be seen it would indicate the initial. If the 
basket should not be complete, news of a broken 
engagement or postponed wedding. 

A complete basket of flowers even at the bottom 
of the cup would have no sinister meaning. In case 
of sickness it would show the recovery of the patient. 

A basket with dots around indicates money by 
legacy. 

At the bottom or in the thick, fluctuations of 
fortune. 

BASSINET.—See Cradle. 


Bat.—This is a very sinister symbol, and when 
occurring shows that there is immediate need for care 
in all directions, as the fortunes are liable to be affected 
by secret and unknown enemies or rivals. You think 
yourself safe and free from danger : it is the greater 
reason for more circumspection and caution. Pre- 
pare for the worst and the greatest good possible in 
the circumstances will be your lot.

would have much the same meaning. They are both 
endowed with great sagacity. Both insects form 
themselves into a kind of republic, observing their 
own peculiar laws and even politics. 

The ant shows frugality. 

The bee industry. 

Both indicate sagacity. 

If a bee is seen on the handle of the cup, look for 
some excitement at the house—probably an assembly 
of people, social intercourse. 

At the bottom of the cup, domestic upset, heaps of 
work, and muddle. 

At the top, a visit to a place of amusement or large 
gathering either for intellectual or social relaxation. 
A rise in life through industry. 

BEGGAR.—See Ragged. 


BELL.—Observe the symbols attending this care- 
fully, for it may be that it is a knell or a carillon of joy. 
The bell itself indicates an announcement which will 
be more or less widespread and will affect your for- 
tunes very distinctly.

DamsEL.—See Girl. 

Dart.—Somewhat of the nature of Dagger (q.v.)

DAYBREAK.—See Sunrise. 


DEAD.—The symbol of a dead man shows decline 
in your mental faculties and need for more alertness 
and intelligence on your part.

You 
will wander up and down the world and lead a 
precarious existence. 


Hirt.—The higher the hill the better for your 
fortunes, for this symbol is one of attainment and 
shows to what height you are able to aspire with 
safety and success. 


Hippo.—The hippopotamus is a symbol of a gross 
nature which needs self-restraint and training. If 
you curb your natural appetites and inclinations your 
natural powers will show themselves to advantage. 


Hive.—A hive is a symbol of a home. If there is 
a swarm of bees it is a sign of the highest success in 
some industrial or social field of activity. You may 
depend on the reward of your labours. 

Hoc.—An unfortunate sign and indicative of menial 
work and sordid surroundings, your chief object being 
to keep up appearances. In happier circumstances 
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beware of selfish indulgences which threaten your 
career. 


Hoop.—See Circle. 


Horn.—The horn is a symbol of glad tidings and 
good fortune. When filled with fruits or flowers it is 
the cornucopia or ‘‘ Horn of Plenty,’’ and bespeaks 
the highest fortunes and much happiness in life. The 
horn of itself is a sign of power, and indicates by its 
length the degree of success which will attend your 
efforts. 

If a horn is seen at the top of the cup it denotes an 
abundance of this world’s goods, or a will and inherit- 
ance is close at hand. 

In the middle of the cup and clear, a rise in position. 

If dots are round, money with marriage. 


Hors£.—This is a symbol of sagacity and prudence 
as well as fidelity and strength. It gives conquest 
and power in your sphere of activity and disposes to 
close friendships and long residence in foreign coun- 
tries. 

A horse’s head, a lover. 

Should a horse appear to be in full gallop it foretelis 
good news from one who loves you dearly. 

If the horse is surrounded with dots it indicates a 
rich suitor. If by dashes and clouds, the lover is 
true but unfortunate circumstances are keeping him 
back. 

Should there be a rider on the horse it woukd 
indicate good prospects abroad. 

If wavy lines are round or in the way of the image 
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of the horse it indicates a lover is kept back by his 
unsettled finances or position. 
A circle, near completion to a fortunate engagement. 


HoRSESHOE.—This is universally a symbol of good 
fortune by some hazard or lucky incident. If near 
the handle of cup it will be very soon realized. 


HoseE.—Stockings are a symbol of a journey to go. 
If entire and a pair you will get satisfaction from your 
change of place ; but if torn or a single stocking only 
is shown, there will be loss and trouble attending 
your movements. 


Hour-Giass.—This symbol denotes that what you 
have to do must be done quickly, for the time of the 
reaping is nigh. Time and tide wait for no man. 

If this symbol is seen anywhere in the cup it warns 
you to be watchful over those dear to you. To be 
circumspect in your business and in your domestic 
life. 

In the thick, imminent danger and peril. 

At the bottom, danger in the future through present 
neglect of duty. 


Hovuse.—This symbol is an indication of possession 
and safety. It denotes a happy and prosperous life, 
which, however humble, will bring the sweet satisfac- 
tion of independence. 

At the top of the cup, success in business, A good 
change of abode. If the present state of affairs is 
not favourable, this indicates a speedy change for 
the better. Great success in any new enterprises. 
Good for engaging new employees. 
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At the bottom of the cup shows there is need to be 
cautious and vigilant. 

If surrounded by dashes or dark clouds, expect 
troubles, disputes, and sickness in the home. 

At the side in the clear, a change to the seaside. 


HvLi.—The hull of a ship shows that your posses- 
sions are in danger and that your business is in 
danger of shipwreck. 


HuMAN Ficures.—When the tea-leaves take the 
form of human figures it is best to judge their 
significance according to what they appear to be 
doing, and to interpret in combination with other 
symbols that may be close to them. 


HummMinG Birp.—The likeness to this little tropical 
bird has been seen in the tea-cup. It is a presage of 
an imperative call from a friend, or sudden emigra- 
tion. 


HvuRDLE.—See Fence. 


HyYavEs.—Five stars or points in a cluster indicate 
rich possessions but very little of happiness, and some 
danger to the eyesight is threatened. 


HyprA.—The sea-serpent is a sign of misguided 
affections and much trouble in connection with your 
affairs which may render some degree of publicity 
inevitable. To the young this symbol is a warning 
to avoid entanglement with strangers. 
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IcEBERG.—This denotes hidden powers and much 
reserve force which will be hidden beneath a cold 
exterior. The circumstances of life will place you in 
peculiar positions and demand unusualisolation. Yet 
your whole career will depend on the service of others. 
Be generous. 


IpoL.—Beware of a false idol and of misplaced 
affection. The idol of your dreams may yet lie in 
fragments at your feet. Make for the real things of 
life and your devotion will meet with its reward. 


Imp.—This is a symbol of mischief and trouble, of 
scandal and treachery. Choose your associates with 
care and place confidence only where you have tested 
friendship. 

INFANT.—See Child. 


Ink.—An inkhorn or inkpot shows much corre- 
spondence and denotes that your success in the world 
will be due to some writing or your native powers of 
expression. A blot without a container shows dis- 
grace and much trouble. 


InsEcT.—Creeping things generally denote troubles 
and vexations, with many small irritations and 
annoyances which fret and worry you without doing 
any serious harm. Material considerations and 
questions of ways and means tend to mar your 
happiness.

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Iora.—See Dot. 


Ir1s.—See Rainbow. Originally the personification 
of the rainbow. A messenger. 

Iris is represented in works of art dressed in a long 
tunic and drapery with wings attached to her shoul- 
ders, in her left hand carrying a staff, sometimes 
holding a pitcher. 

If seen as above then expect a message from high 
quarters bringing advancement. 


Ivy.—A sign of loyal friends. Should you decipher 
this at the bottom of the cup, then prepare for sad 
news of a well-loved friend. 

In the clear or at the top of the cup, there will be 
a gathering of true friends, or an invitation to a large 
house-party. 

One ivy leaf in the clear, a devoted and faithful 
lover. 


JAVELIN.—See Spear. 


Jaw.—The symbol of the jaw is one of strength 
and power and command, and invests with ability to 
rule and govern others. You will overcome your 
enemies though Fate may overcome you. 


JESTER.—See Clown. 


Jocxry.—If in the thick warns you that someone 
is about to take undue advantage of you in business. 
If a letter is close by take it for an initial of the party. 
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If in the clear, successful speculation, or the 
winner of a lottery. 

If at the bottom of the cup and cloudy, trouble 
through betting. 

Jo1nt.—Two lines at right angles and touching to 
form a T denote an important juncture in the life 
which now tends to development. You will be 
required to make an important decision and to decide 
upon terms and conditions. 


Jot.—See Dot. 


Juc.—See Carafe. If you see a jug at the top of 
the cup beware of excess. 

In the clear, a severe rebuke. 

At the bottom, loss of money and position in the 
future through present extravagant follies. 


JustTicE.—See Scales.

KERCHIEF.—A symbol of news which will create 
either great pleasure or sorrow. Social affairs will 
tend to mar your happiness, and you have need to 
beware of the seductive powers of your associates. 

KETTLE.—A sign of domestic happiness and success 
through industry. 

This symbol has a twofold meaning. If rightly 
placed, near the handle of the cup, and in the clear, 
it shows domestic efficiency and comfort with conse- 
quent happiness. 
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In the thick or at the bottom of the cup it shows 
complications, quarrels, and domestic upsets. 


KETTLEDRUM.—See Drum. 


Kry.—This important symbol denotes that the 
time has come for you to enter upon a new path, and 
the means will be afforded by which you have access 
to either great happiness or much sorrow. Important 
decisions will have to be made. Look well at any 
proposal that is made to you at this time. 


A single key at the bottom of the cup, guard against 
robbery. A key ora bunch of keys at the top, clearer 
understanding and good business. If you use your 
opportunities with intelligence they will unlock for 
you the doors of happiness and prosperity. 


Kinc.—See Crown. 


Kite.—This symbol is one of high projects and 
unusual ambitions. It is in your power to attain to 
great heights through a right use of public needs and 
favours. A kite without a tether is, however, a sign 
of vain ambitions and wild projects which end in 
dismay. 

Your ambitions if followed and wisely directed will 
lead to success, but any enterprise that is allowed to 
go free and take its own chance will end in disaster. 

Beware of projects that are hazardous and fanciful ; 
while it is always right to aim higher than you mean 
to hit in a long shot, it is equally to be observed that 
“a vaulting ambition over-reaching self ” is born to 
disaster from sheer human limitations.

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KNAPSACK.—A favour will be asked of you which 
you will be compelled to grant. 

If in the thick, there is danger of restriction of the 
necessities of life. 

KniFE.—Knives and daggers were part of the 
customary accoutrements of brides. Steevens thus 
illustrates the wearing of wedding daggers: ‘‘ See at 
my girdle hang my wedding knives”; and Shake- 
speare in King Henry VIII: “ Here by my side do 
hang my wedding knives.” 

The knife was also used as a sword or dagger. Con- 
sequently notice must be taken as to the position of 
a knife seen in the cup. If the knife has the blade 
down towards the bottom of the cup and there are 
fine dots around, otherwise clear, a wedding is 
approaching ; if a ring or a heart is near, the person 
whose fortune is being told is about to become a 
bride. 

If the tip of the blade is pointing to the house, it 
indicates false friends, separations, and strife ; deceit 
in love. Should a broken ring be near, the party will 
be associated with a divorce. 

At the bottom of the cup, a brawl; unfortunate 
law-suit. 

A broken knife, the end of a quarrel. Spencer in 
his “ Faerie Queene’ used the knife for a sword: 
“ And after all his war to rest his wearie knife.” 

A single knife in the clear portends the end of war- 
fare, provided the blade is not upwards. At the 
very tip of the cup, be careful of scandal. 

Crossed knives, disturbances and disagreeable news. 
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Lacr.—Lacework is a sign of complications and 
complexities which tend to end in vain dreams and 
impossible projects. The social life is especially 
needful of careful direction and control. 


LADDER.—In the clear shows advancement. If 
dots are close to it, ambitions arrived at through 
money. 

It is generally good to find the semblance of a 
ladder in the tea-cup, as it promises advancement 
through industry, and though gradual will be 
permanent. 

If the ladder is not very distinct, others will inter 
fere and delay your projects. 


LADLE.—This symbol denotes good fortune and 
the timely aid of friends towards some project now in 
course of pursuance. 

LAMB.—A sign of special powers which will bring 
you into association with a person in high position, 
and enable you to exercise much power for good in 
the world. You have the qualities of leadership in 
you, and with proper definition of purpose can effect 
your highest ideals. 

A lamb in the clear, fortunate changes coming about 
in springtime. 

If straight lines are near they indicate a straight 
course to advancement while young. 

If at the bottom of the cup or in the thick, danger 
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of letting youth slip away in pleasures and forgetting 
that it is not so easy to make headway when youth 
has passed. 


Lamp.—At the top of the cup, in the clear, it indi- 
cates an occasion of feasting and joy. At the side, 
hidden things revealed, lost property recovered. 

At the bottom of the cup, a festival postponed. 

Two lamps, twice married. 

On the handle, the discovery that an estate has 
fallen to you and your heirs. 


LANCE.—See Spear. 


LANE.—This is a sign of a short journey, not of 
great significance but requiring some degree of pre- 
paration. It denotes a narrow walk in life and a 
fullness of simple pleasures. It is shown by two 
winding lines in parallel. 

LANTERN.—A good symbol, promising guidance 
and protection through your most difficult passages 
in life. At the moment it shows need for caution in 
all important steps. 


Lasu.—This symbol shows danger of criticism and 
a difficult period in all affairs. You will have occa- 
sion to regret any occasion of strife. Avoid conten- 
tion and bickering and hold your temper in check. 


LatcuH.—This symbol denotes a new venture or 
undertaking. It gives access to fresh outlook on life. 
Remember that every door opens upon Destiny. 


LAUREL.—The laurel leaf is a sign of honours, and 
its appearance will denote coming benefits and dis- 
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tinctions which you will be able to earn by the use 
of your powers. 


Lrar.—A leaf signifies news, letters, and messages. 


LEAVES.—Leaves show happiness and _ success. 
Should they be at the bottom of the cup they denote 
that success will come in later life. 


Lrec.—This symbol is a sign of strength and 
fortitude. It denotes progress and advancement in 
life, and if attached to the foot denotes unusual 
sagacity and understanding of men and things. 


LEOPARD.—This is a sign of stealthy enemies whose 
machinations will disturb your peace of mind and may 
go further to your hurt and undoing. It is a sign 
that calls for more than ordinary caution and circum- 
spection. 


LeTrER.—A letter denotes news, good or bad, 
according to its associated symbols. In general it 
denotes ability for literary work and indicates that 
you will be the repository of many secrets. You 
have power to inspire confidence. 

By letters we communicate to our friends good and 
bad news, so here we must interpret accordingly. If 
you see a letter in the clear it denotes a speedy 
remittance of money. Should the letter be hemmed 
in by clouds, expect bad news, a loss or an accident. 

If a heart should be near and there are no clouds 
or dashes surrounding it, a love letter can be expected 
which will bring good tidings and possibly a desire 
for a speedy union, Should the heart be in the thick, 
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then expect a refusal. A square of four dots shows a 
letter. 

Letters of the alphabet must be interpreted literally. 
They are often seen very distinctly in the cup, and 
probably denote the first letter or even initials of the 
person from whom news or an offer of marriage or 
business proposal may be expected. 

Lity.—At the top of the cup, you will have many 
friends of refinement and influence. 

In the middle of the cup, a long, virtuous, and 
useful life. If clouds are round, your husband will 
never distinguish himself by any real deeds, and 
though a good man will leave matters very much to 
you. 

At the bottom of the cup, do not listen to flattery, 
for there is danger that your virtue will be assailed. 

Lims.—See Foot and Leg. 

LinE.—A line shows direction and progress from 
one place to another, or from one state or condition 
to another. Lines, to be favourable in import, 
should be straight and well defined, not crooked, 
blurred, or broken. Double lines show roads and 
journeys. Cross lines show important junctures and 
indecisions. Curved lines denote affections over- 
coming reason. 

Link.—A link in a chain shows important con- 
nections at this time in your life, and may lead to new 
and important associations for good or ill. 

Lion.—This royal symbol indicates supremacy in 
your province and high commissions. You will have

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honours and emoluments in full measure. Your 
position will be improved, and some degree of 
authority will be conferred on you. 

The King of the Beasts suggests powerful friends, 
and, at the top of the cup, quite clear, the lion indi- 
cates a good position through influential friends. 

There is danger of losing a good position if there 
are wavy lines and thick clouds about. 

In the clear, a lucrative office under Government. 


LITTER.—A litter of small specks, dots, and broken 
lines indicates a time of unrest, trouble, loss, and 
dismay. You have cause to bring your powers under 
control and organize your affairs and set your house 
in order. 

Loar.—Bread denotes sorrow and sickness, equally 
as happiness and health. Close attention must be 
paid to the surroundings and contiguous symbols. 
Your daily bread may be in jeopardy. Pray that it 
be sure. Give, but do not squander or waste. 


LoBSTER.—S¢ee Prawn. 


Locx.—See Latch. To see a lock is not very 
favourable; it denotes that there are obstacles to 
encounter. If there are straight, thin lines near, 
forethought and determination will remove the 
impediments ; if wavy lines, troubles and losses. 

In the thick it denotes that though there is wealth 
the person is parsimonious. 

LocomoTive.—The symbol of the locomotive engine 
is a sign of travelling and of changes which are now 
impending. Your ingenuity will be required to make 
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progress, Your natural powers may be dwarfed by. 
artificial conditions of life. In such case a change wilh 
be for the better. 


Loc.—A log of wood is a symbol of ineptitude and 
weakness, It will be necessary for you to make some 
effort or be left behind in the onward march of life. 
You are warned that to produce nothing is to want 
much. 


Loop.—This symbol denotes a danger of entangle- 
ment, and is really in the nature of a snare or trap of 
which you should be aware if you look well ahead. 


LUMBER.—See Log. 


Lyre.—This is a symbol of harmony and happiness, 
It shows success and advancement and some distinc- 
tion in matters of art, poesy, or music. You will have 
invitations to join convivial people in company that 
will be to your advantage.

Macr.—The symbol of authority and office denotes, 
success and achievement, and gives promise of some 
distinctions which are the result of your industry, 
prudence, and sagacity. You will attend some public 
function. 

MacneEtT.—If this takes the form of a horseshoe it 
is very fortunate for you and denotes that you will 
attract money and friends, In the social world it is 
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specially significant of high success, and in trade of 
much wealth. 

MAN.—A visitor arriving. There may be a letter 
near which will convey the visitor’s name. 


MANNIKIN.—The little man is a sign of good 
fortune and acquisition of riches. It is the gnome 
or leprechaun who guards the treasures of the unseen 
El Dorado after which you seek. 


Mars.—The symbol of Mars is a ball with an arrow- 
head attached. It denotes strife and contention and 
in some cases accidents, fevers, and violent cata- 
strophes. On seeing this symbol you are warned to 
observe discretion, which is the better part of valour. 


Mask.—This is an indication of insincere love. Be 
careful in whom you put your trust. However, it is 
not always a bad symbol: if a bird or flowers should 
be close to it, an invitation to a theatre or a dance is 
impending. 

Masonic.—Any Masonic symbol must be inter- 
preted according to the precepts and teachings of the 
craft. The appearance of any such symbol is a sign 
of some special call for concerted effort and allied 
interests. 

MastiFF.—The great dog is a sure sign of high pro- 
tection and most desirable friendships which will aid 
you greatly in your walk in life. You will receive 
favours and assistance from persons of high rank. 

MatTocK.—See Pick. 


MEDAL.—A sign of some distinction and honour ; 
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an award for work done. It denotes success in your 
undertakings and a rise in your position. 

Mercury.—The symbol of Mercury shows good 
trade, much business, many short journeys, and going 
to and fro among the people. You will receive 
speedy news which will be of advantage to you. 

MERMAID.—A mermaid in the clear denotes that 
it will require a strong will to resist the allurement of 
a flirt. 

In the thick, temptation to do the wrong thing. 

At the bottom of the cup, one who is fair to your 
face is a secret enemy. 

METEOR.—The meteor and comet are allied to one 
another and denote exceptional circumstances arising 
which will place you in a position of some importance. 
You have a message for the world even though you 
may not know it. Your career should be brilliant, if 
short. In some respects you are very eccentric and 
independent of the views of others. 

Mitt.—This symbol denotes prosperity as the 
result of industry. It shows the reception of news of 
an exciting nature. You have some degree of 
publicity in your career and will meet with recogni- 
tion in high places. 

MitTrE.—This symbol in the clear indicates honours 
from a high quarter due to a brave deed. 

On the handle, a valuable article of adornment will 
be presented to you. 

MoLeE.—Indicates the existence of unsuspected 
enemies in your vicinity whom you will do well to 
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unearth and dispose of. Otherwise your labours will 
bear poor fruit and your best endeavours will prove 
a failure.

Mouse.—The mouse indicates poverty through 
neglected opportunities. 

At the bottom of the cup, or with dashes around, 
danger of a burglary, and loss of money by swindling. 


MousTacHE.—A sign that you will make the 
acquaintance of a man whose influence in your life 
will be very considerable ; but beware of deception. 


Mummy.—This symbolizes a condition of helpless- 
ness, and you must take care lest an accident con- 
fines you to a hospital or your own room. In pro- 
spect it denotes lassitude, ennui, feebleness, and lack 
of vivacity which will tend to mar your prospects. 
Rouse yourself and become more responsive. 


MusHrooM.—In the clear this foretells a change to 
a country home. Remember that the handle of the 
cup represents the north, so the direction of the home 
can be traced according to the position of the emblem. 
At the top of the cup it indicates sudden exaltation 
to honours and position. 

If the right way up, at the bottom of the cup, it 
indicates rapidity of growth. Reversed, expect 
reversals, frustrated hopes, and unsettled business ; 
even loss of position. 

Should the head of the mushroom be towards the 
handle, there is every possibility of saving the situa- 
tion by great energy and foresight ; therefore remem- 
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ber the saying: ‘ Forewarned is to be forearmed.” 
Look well into your business.

Nac.—See Horse. 


Natt.—This symbol denotes malice and cruelty 
which may be directed against you. Your feelings 
are going to be severely wounded. 

If at the top, a sudden and sharp affliction. Fre- 
quently an injury or great injustice will be inflicted 
on the unwary. 

NECKLACE.—If complete, a great conquest and 
many admirers. If broken, danger of losing the love 
of one to whom you are devoted. 


NEGATIVE.—Any symbol facing the left is regarded 
as being in the negative and tends to reverse the 
significance or greatly to modify it. The same when 
the symbol is inverted or upside down. 

Net.—This is a symbol of danger. It warns you 
of snares and ambushes which are designed to take 
advantage of your unreadiness. Be careful you are 
not trapped and exploited for the benefit of others. 

NoosE.—See Loop. 

NosEe.—You will be a prominent member of a 
community or body, very much in the public eye, 
and may meet with distinction. 

NosEGAY.—See Bouquet and Flowers. 
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Notca.—Any line with a notch in it shows an 
impediment in the course of procedure, a hindrance 
or obstacle which will come in your way. 

NUMBERS.—See page I5I. 

NUMERAL.—Any cipher or figure has its special 
meaning. (See Appendix). 

Nun.—There will be deception in regard to your 
affections, and this is a warning for you not to give 
your trust where you have not proved fidelity. 

NursEe.—The services of a nurse will be essential.

Oats.—This is a symbol of a stalwart and genuine 
character, who is capable of rising in life through 
industry and disregard of frivolity and pleasures.

OcTANT.—Two lines at an angle of 45 degrees are a 
sign of trouble in financial affairs which will now 
require more than ordinary care and attention. 

Omeca.—A Greek letter like a horseshoe shows a 
decision that is come to and which will finally deter- 
mine your career and future prospects. 


OPERA-GLASS.—This is a symbol of considerable 
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powers of discernment and hence of intelligence. By 
the use of such powers you can rise to a high position 
and become manager, overseer, inspector, or director 
of some big industry or movement of a social charac- 
ter.

OpTic.—See Eye. 

ORANGE.—See Circle. 

ORIENT.—The place of sunrise is very propitious 
and denotes success and attainment and a rise in 
life far above the sphere of your birth.

All doubts and difficulties will be cleared from your 
path. 

OvaAL.—See Egg.

At the bottom of the cup, sickness and poverty. 

At the top of the cup, deception in love. 

Ox.—The steer or ox is a sign of prosperity and the 
friendship of persons in high positions. If you want 
for money you will now get it. 

OysTER.—The oyster interpreted from the tea-cup 
shows courtship to the young, but entails a long 
engagement. 

In the clear, acquired riches and possessions 
through perseverance and hard work. 

At the top of the cup, absolutely clearly defined, a 
rise to honours. 
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At the bottom of the cup, in the clear, denotes that 
the latter part of life will be free from worry and as 
full of comfort as could be desired. 


Pacx.—A knapsack or pack shows a burden which 
you will be required to bear through life, and some 
danger of an imposition being made on your powers 
at short notice.

Parrot.—Scandal. Mischief brewing. 
PARSON.—See Priest. 


PAWNBROKER.—Three balls in the form of a 
triangle show indigence and misery. The course of 
events will seem to overwhelm you, but though the 
odds are two to one against you, keep your mind fixed 
on the one chance. It is a long lane that has no 
turning, and “ never” has no meaning. 


PEAcocK.—Luxury, vanity, and splendour. 

A peacock with his tail spread in the clear denotes 
the acquisition of estate. A life of luxury if sur- 
rounded by dots. 

If a ring should be near, a wealthy marriage is at 
hand. 

At the bottom of the cup, with clouds or heavy 
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leaves around, vanity and placing too much import- 
ance on the look of things will bring trouble and 
tribulation. 

At the top of the cup, happiness, feasting, and 
SUCCESS. 

PEAK.—See Mountain. It denotes elevation and 
high attainments. 

PENCIL,—A line finely pointed at one end indicates 
precision and executive ability. It shows a fine per- 
ception and clear intellect, and therefore gives powers 
which wisely employed will lead to success. Just 
now you may expect some writing or agreement which 
afterwards will be annulled or contradicted. Do not 
count upon it.

But at the 
noment it warns of impending sickness and trouble. 


QUAVER.—The mark of the musical sign for a 
juaver is a symbol of a false step from which trouble 
nay arise, and there will be much trepidation and 
oncern about a matter of momentary importance.

QuivER.—The quiver of three arrows shows success 
n life and considerable power of discernment.

If a letter is near the rose, that will surely be the 
initial of one who is sending a gift, or an offer of 
marriage. 


RUDDER.—This symbol denotes providentia! guid- 
ance in the conduct of your affairs.

You have 
special faculty for training and teaching. At present 
there are signs of important decisions and a turn in 
affairs generally. 


SABOT.—TIhe wooden shoe is a symbol of a com- 
placent and homely nature, of conservative instincts 
and contented disposition.

Beware lest spitefulness inclines you to acts of indis- 
cretion which afterwards you will regret. 


ScourGE.—An unfortunate symbol. It shows that 
you will suffer the lash of criticism and adversity. 
In your dealings with others be merciful, for so only 
you will obtain mercy when you most need it. 


ScrEw.—A good sign and one that means continual 
advancement and upward progress. You will rise in 
life and become independent, with a fixed position of 
trust and responsibility. 


SCYTHE.—The symbol of the reaper. Some ot 
your projects are coming to an untimely end. Your 
best wishes and hopes will be frustrated by losses 
which you cannot avoid. See that you set your 
house in order.

If a scythe is in the cup it denotes danger to the 
consultant.

SECTOR.—See Compasses. 

SEDAN.—See Palanquin. 

SEESAW.—You will have many ups and downs in 
life and will follow an adventurous career. At present 


you are halting between two courses and do not know 
which to take. Follow that which seems to have the 
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lesser immediate advantage. It will take you higher 
than the other. 


SEGMENT.—See Are. 
SERPENT.—See Snake. 


SEXTANT.—A fortunate symbol. It denotes care- 
fulness in the conduct of affairs and much knowledge 
of men and things. You will be a traveller, dis- 
coverer, or inventor. Your present plans will be 
successful. 


SEXTILE.—TIwo lines enclosing an angle of 60 
degrees is a fortunate symbol and shows many 
friends and much good fortune. If the angle opens 
out to the right you are in luck’s way, but otherwise 
you have need for immediate care. 


SHACKLES.—See Fetter. 


SHARK.—The sea-wolf is a symbol of a voracious 
and predatory nature.

At the bottom of the cup, news of wealth abroad. 


SPEAR.—A sign of wounding by scandal or enmity.

SPHERE.—See Circle. 


SPIDER.—The cunning of the spider apparently 
excels that of most other insects. Its various artifices 
to ensnare its prey are no less remarkable than its con- 
trivance of a cell, where it conceals the fragments of 
the carcases it has devoured. It feasts there, care- 
fully hidden from public view, to avoid raising the 
suspicions of any other insects that their enemy is 
lying in wait.

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At the bottom of the cup shows that the person is 
too secretive and would be wise to seek counsel from a 
trusted quarter and not to listen to the promises of 
the subtle flatterer. 

On the handle, there is some one secretly trying to 
undermine the honour of the house. 

At the top of the cup, guard against the artifices 
of those who lay snares to catch the unwary and 
thoughtless. 

The French have it :

Une araignée du soir— 
Beaucoup de la joie! ” 


“A spider at morn— 
With sorrow forlorn |! 
A spider at night— 
A whirl of delight! ”’ 
Obviously a spider in the morning cup of tea is not so 
lucky as finding the representation of one in an 
evening cup of tea. 


SPIRAL.—A symbol of success through industry 
and perserverance. In the common walks of daily 
duty you will rise to a position of trust, and your 
progress, if slow, will be continuous and certain. 


SPoon.—lIf in the middle of the cup, the consultant 
will be invited to stand sponsor at a christening. 
Two spoons in the clear, good luck, flirtation. 


Spur.—The symbol of a very energetic nature, 
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given to ceaseless striving and restless endeavour, 
but equally of a driving and tyrannical nature where 
others are concerned. To get along without stress 
should be your chief aim. You are liable to suffer a 
series of pin-pricks which will disturb your peace of 
mind without really inflicting any serious hurt. 


SQUARE.—The quadrant or square is of sinister 
meaning and denotes limitation, restraint, and some- 
times detention. It points to the sick-room, the 
hospital, or the penitentiary. It is never a good sign 
and shows need for care in all your doings. 


STAB.—See Dagger. 


STANDARD.—See Ensign. The standard is of much 
higher significance than the flag, ensign, or pennant, 
and due proportion must be given to this fact. Size 
means power, other things being equal. 


STAPLE.—See Horseshoe, to which it is allied in 
form. 


STAR.—A star formed by the crossing of three lines 
is fortunate and denotes some coming good fortune 
and splendid opportunity for advancement in life. 
But if formed of four lines crossing, it is of evil import 
and warns of sudden dangers, accidents, and catas- 
trophes. 

At the top, love and honour. If dots are about it, 
it fortells great fortune, wealth, high respectability, 
honours. Several stars denote good and happy. 
children. A star surrounded by dashes and in the 
thick, a warning that good fortune is weakening. 
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Look well to your home affairs and business. Clouded 
shows long life though many troubles. See Asterism 
and Hyades and Pleiades. 


STATUE.—A mark of distinction. You have power 
to make your name famous in the annals of your 
time ; but if you have no more heart than a statue of 
stone, you will need to reform yourself before reform- 
ing the world. Just now you have honours and 
invitations which your position does not allow you 
to accept. Break through your limitations and court 
success. 


STEEPLE.—The spire or steeple is an indication of 
an ambitious and yet lofty nature, capable of earning 
distinction and standing as an example of lofty 
aspirations to others. You live at present in hope of 
preferment. You will getit. Your ambitions will be 
realized. 


STEER.—See Ox. 


STIRRUP.—This symbol denotes a rise in position 
through the aid of another and much travelling ih 
connection with your career. Itisa sign of an invita- 
tion to some festivity or a meeting of company and 
friends. 


STOCKING.—See Hose. 


StocKs.—This is a symbol of restraint and 
hindrance in your career. It may be your own fault 
or the malice of others that your name is brought into 
unpleasant mention. Look to your immediate 
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associations and company and doubtless you will find 
cause for a change in your surroundings. 


SUBMARINE.—A sign of hidden enemies. You have 
meed to proceed with unusual care and caution. 
Where your feelings and affections are concerned 
expect treachery. When all seems serene and calm 
the hidden danger lurks near you. The airship is 
allied to this symbol but denotes judgment from above 
and not hurt from human machinations. 


SumMiT.—See Mountain. 


Sun.—In the middle of the cup, fortune, happiness, 
and comfort. 

At the top of the cup it denotes that the consultant 
will be a pioneer and receive honours. 

Surrounded by dashes, sudden changes. 

A circle near, complete happiness, restoration to 
health. 


SUNRISE.—Indicates an immediate period of great 
success in all your affairs. Sunset shows declining 
powers and fading fortunes. 


SWALLOW.—This symbol is indicative of rapid 
progress, much travelling, swift decisions, and great 
changes in life. It is probable that you will spend 
your time between two countries or places of abode. 
It is a fortunate symbol and denotes approaching 
prosperity. 

SwaNn.—Good luck. A lover. Notice if there is a 
letter near it. 


SWIMMER.—A figure in a swimming attitude denotes 
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an actor or one depending on success by figuring in 
public. It denotes steady progress and eventual 
attainment of your wishes, but you will not be 
exempt from a good deal of criticism and public 
comment. 

SYNOD.—Two or more bodies in conjunction show 
a great change about to happen in your life. If well 
defined and clear of blemish they will indicate a 
successful issue to your projects. Two circles 
touching or interlaced are sufficient to indicate a 
conjunction or synod. 

Sworp.—A menace or a protection. If pointing 
upwards it shows conquest and success. If down- 
wards, a judgment or retribution to be suffered. 


TABLE.—A sign that you are called to a feast or 
some reunion of friends and that your wants will be 
supplied. You will hold some position of respon- 
sibility in which you will have to cater for the needs, 
mental, spiritual, or physical, of others. 

TALONS.—The symbol of the claw or talon is some- 
what sinister and warns of some attempt being made 
upon your possessions or rights. You will do well to 
look carefully after your interests at this time. 


TANKARD.—See Jug. 
Tap.—The symbol of a tap denotes an agency of 
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some importance which will bring you much into 
public life. You may become a political agent or in 
some way minister to a public representative. If the 
tap is running there will be immediate good fortune. 
If not, you must wait for your opportunity, which 
will surely come. 


TassEL.—A sign of luxury and superfluity. You 
are liable to be caught by the trifles and gewgaws of 
social life.

TEA-POT.—Consultations ; committee meetings. 
TELESCOPE.—Discernment ; adventure. 


TENDRIL.—A fine, twisted line indicates the tendril 
and is a symbol of new hopes and endeavours which 
in course of time will bear fruit. You will find 
pleasure and perhaps profit in the company of the 
very young, either as a teacher or companion. Your 
latest effort will be quite successful. 


THICKET.—A number of closely set, upright lines 
denotes a thicket and indicates troubles and anxieties 
which will assail you for some time and cause much 
mental unrest. 


THuMB.—The thumb is a symbol of power and 
authority. If you are seeking the aid of any person 
in authority you will be successful. It denotes a 
person of strict habits and regularity of life, somewhat

ToaD.—If a toad is seen in the middle of the cup, it 
warns you that there is a hanger on or a flatterer 
amongst your circle of friends with whom it would be 
wise to avoid having further communication. 

At the bottom of the cup it denotes a state of slavish 
dependence. 


Toca.—A figure dressed in a toga shows a refined, 
educated, and forceful mind, given to the study of 
art and science, who will make great headway and 
become distinguished in his walk in life. You will 
receive some gift as a memento, 


Toms.—A sign of sorrow and disappointment. 
Let the dead past bury its dead. Your future calls 
to you. 


Too.t.—A tool of any sort denotes power of execu- 
tion, ability to carry out your designs and to perfect 
your plans. It is a symbol of success if the tool is 
entire and unbroken; otherwise it shows loss and 
trouble. 


TorcH.—The torch is the symbol of a progressive 
and pioneer character, who will have some special 
work in the world which nobody else can do so 
efficiently. It denotes a calling, whether as pioneer 
in some movement or as minister or evangelist. It 
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makes a call upon courage and conviction. It is the 
symbol of zeal. 


TORTOISE.—Io those in trouble, riches and com- 
fort in the future. 

Should it be in the thick it shows difficulties in 
business, and just hard work and perseverance is the 
only thing that will save the situation. 

At the bottom of the cup it indicates wealth after 
many years of toil and hardship. 

To the rich it indicates difficulties. 

At the top of the cup, triumph after trouble. 

Train.—See Locomotive. 

TraM.—See Locomotive. 

TramMP.—A disreputable figure in tattered garb 
shows trouble and need to be near at hand, and there 
is a warming for you to exercise more than ordinary 
frugality, economy, prudence, and foresight in your 
life. 

TREE.—Several trees, your wishes will be gratified. 

A single tree, lasting good health, and position. 

An oak tree, riches and comfort ; protection. 

A tree surrounded by dots, your fortune in the 
country. 


TREFOIL,—The clover is a symbol of good fortune 
and success in your immediate affairs and present 
undertakings. What you are doing will be success- 
ful. The four-leaved clover shows immediate 
realization of your desires. 


TRESTLE.—A figure like the letter A denotes support 
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and aid in your various ventures and enterprises ; it 
gives power of initiation and shows some form of 
leadership and success through co-operation with 
others. 


TRIANGLE.—Always a fortunate figure when intact 
and well defined. 

Triangles are a sign of good and bad luck according 
to the position of the triangle. 

With the apex uppermost—i.e., nearest the rim of 
cup—it is a sign of good fortune and success, of new 
and successful enterprises, ambitions, achieved hopes 
realized. 

With the base uppermost its indication is sinister 
and indicative of loss and failure in all immediate 
enterprises and projects. It warns you of dangers 
arising from giving a too free rein to your passions 
and desires, and cautions you to observe moderation 
in all things. In the strife between brain and heart, 
reason and impulse, you will fail if you do not follow 
the dictates of reason. 

If the apex of the triangle is uppermost and point- 
ing due north—i.e., the handle of the cup—you will 
have material gain. If south, honours and prefer- 
ment. If west, a beneficial alliance or partnership, 
and if the inquirer is a maiden, marriage. While if 
the apex is towards the east, new avenues will be 
opened up before you, with fresh projects and enter- 
prises which will prove highly successful. 


TRIDENT.—The symbol of marine power and 
authority. If in the Service you will gain promotion 
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and take some degree of leadership and command. 
Otherwise, in other walks of life, it denotes much 
commerce and gain by overseas trade and invest- 
ments in foreign securities and estate. 

The trident is a fork or sceptre which the ancients 
put into the hands of Neptune, the fabled god of the 
Seas. 

If this sign has the fork upright, it portends success 
and gain in mercantile affairs, speedy acquisition of 
wealth. 

If at the top of the cup, money is coming from 
across the seas. 

To those in the Navy this indicates appreciation and 
honours from high quarters.

Notice should be taken to which side the fork 
points, as from that direction will come success or 
failure. 


Tripop.—This is a symbol of understanding in 
occult and mysterious forces and a knowledge of 
natural laws. It denotes a geometrical and mathema- 
tical faculty which will carry you far towards success 
in life. The trilogy of happiness lies in the pursuit 
of the good, the beautiful, and the true. You are 
going to have a lucrative position offered to you. 


TROWEL.—A sign of much industry and of fortune 
attending upon right endeavour. You will be able to 
assist in laying the foundations of a good fortune and 
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in a minor way will play your part in life to the 
satisfaction of all. 


Twin.—See Gemini, 
Twist.—See Coil.

UppER.—A cow’s udder is a symbol of fertility, 
productiveness, and nourishing power. It indicates a 
kind, humane, and hospitable character. Such a 
one could fill the office of matron, minister, missionary, 
relief officer, or other function in which ministration 
to the physical and spiritual needs of mankind are 
concerned, It denotes some favours, gifts, and 
emoluments now on their way to you. 


UMBRELLA.—If open, there will be cause to find 
shelter with friends, who will be willing to receive you 
under any circumstances. 

If closed, vexations, favours denied. 


UrcHin.—See Ragged. 
Urn.—See Vessel. 


UsHER.—A figure holding a long rod indicates one 
capable of undertaking an office of trust and respon- 
sibility, but rather as an intermediary or agent than 
as a principal. In social life it indicates one who is a 
very capable host or hostess. It denotes the present 
or near happening of events which will afford an 
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entirely mew career. An introduction of great 
importance to you. 


UTENSIL.—See Vessel. 


VAGABOND.—See Ragged. 


VALISE.—Denotes travelling and much business in 
hand. A journey of importance. 


VALLEY.—A curved line dipping downwards 
denotes a period of rest and satisfaction, during which 
experience may be assimilated and the physical powers 
renewed. To some it denotes sickness followed by 
rest and recreation. 


Van.—See Cart. 


VANE.—This symbol is one of inconstancy and 
evanescence. It denotes a changeful life and an 
eventful but somewhat fruitless career, due rather to 
inconstancy and love of change than lack of ability. 
The power of direction islacking. It denotes a change 
with the moon. 


VASE.—The vase was used in ancient times for 
domestic purposes and in offering sacrifices. 

Seen in the cup it denotes that steadfast service 
will bring its measure of reward. 

At the house, domestic comfort. 

If clouds are round, a sacrifice for the benefit of 
some one dear to you. 
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VavuLt.—A line curved upwards denotes a vault and 
is the symbol of a high position and much respon- 
sibility. You may hold an important office or raise 
yourself to eminence by your natural powers. It 
denotes present distinction and preferment. 


VEHICLE.—Carts, vans, carriages, etc., all come 
under the symbol of the vehicle or means of co- 
veyance. They denote in their several degrees the 
power of social or commercial intercourse, and accord- 
ing to their respective capacities and dignities may 
be regarded as indicating a full measure of success 
through the ordinary associations of life—dealing, 
trading, conveyancing, exchanging, etc. The vehicle 
is a means of transport and therefore especially 
related to trading and intercourse. 


VERGER.—See Mace; also Usher. 


VERMIN.—Rats, mice, rodents of all kinds are 
symbols of destruction and denote untoward events, 
danger of your position being undermined and your 
affairs rendered chaotic and unfortunate.

VESSEL.—Vessels of all kinds are containers, and 
according to their several proportions, lineaments, 
and uses must be regarded as indicating a measure of 
inherent capacity for service. Most frequently they 
indicate people of great natural ability and resource- 
fulness, sometimes the very learned or capable, but 
rather reclusive and undemonstrative, careful and 
often selfish. A vessel denotes the reception of some 
benefit which is the expression of a person’s affection. 
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VrapucT.—The symbol of agency in great industries 
and public works.

At the bottom of the cup, these sweet flowers con- 
vey sadness, perhaps tears, even sickness or death, 
but other symbols near must be taken into considera- 
tion. Balance the good and bad, the lucky and 
unlucky symbols and so modify your interpretations. 

A large bouquet of flowers seen in the clear would 
be such a fortunate symbol that the smaller symbols of 
evil would lose their sinister significance. 

The symbols that are very distinct and clear take 
more importance than those that are smaller. 


VIoLIN.—The viola or the violin denotes a reclusive 
and independent person, much given to study and 
sedentary work for his own satisfaction. It is a sign 
of fretfulness, eccentricity, and irritability. An 
egotist. Be prepared for the whims and foibles of 
another whose influence in your life is conspicuous. 


VOLCANO.—The symbol of explosive and violent 


temper, strong passions, and dangerous proclivities. 
Such a one needs to take himself well in hand or 
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suffer the effects of self-indulgence. You are warned 
to be prepared for sudden and great surprises and 
upheavals in your life which may cover you in dust 
and ashes.

If at the bottom of the cup it shows a cruel enemy 
who is trying to undermine your home, and therefore 
your happiness. There may be some symbol near, 
such as a horseshoe or flowers, in which case you will 
be able to overthrow the enemy or discover the thief 
in time to save a great loss.

Wacon.—See Vehicle. 
Watr.—See Ragged. 
Wanp.—See Sceptre. The wand gives power of 
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direction and is a sign of delegated authority. A line 
with a ball at the top or a star at the end of a line is a 
fortunate symbol. Your fairy godmother cannot be 
very far away at the present time. 


WANE.—See Moon. 


Wasp.—A symbol of persistent enmity and per- 
secution. 


WATTLE.—See Fence. 
WEATHERCOCK.—See Vane. 


WHALE.—The symbol of great strength and power 
in all matters pertaining to public affairs. The signs 
point to travel and wide experience such as qualify 
for leading positions, control, management, director- 
ship, etc. You are now about to undertake a con- 
siderable piece of work the good results of which you 
will only realize in full at the end of three years.

Not only the general appearance of the cup must be 
studied or an interpretation given merely upon the 
resemblance of groups of leaves, each of which has a 
separate significance, but the bad and good, the 
lucky and unlucky signs must be taken together, and 
a general lucid interpretation given. 

It is possible that the numbers may appear in 
Roman form, thus: I,. II, III, IV, etc., as may be 
found in any dictionary, and in such case they will 
carry the same interpretations as those given above. 
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CONCLUSION 


HE foregoing list of subjects by no means exhausts 

the possible range of symbols orsuggestions which 
may occur. Not only letters but also figures may be 
discerned, and these would have to be interpreted in 
connexion with any other forms which might appear 
in association with them It is not claimed that the 
interpretations are the only ones which could be 
applied to the various forms and emblems dealt with. 
On the contrary, it is specially insisted upon that each 
diviner must exercise his or her own intuitive powers 
in this direction. 

I would add one word of warning to those who are 
disposed to attempt the ambitious by assuming the 
tragic. Since “ brief life is here our portion” it is 
not in any way to the credit of a diviner that he should 
make it the less pleasant by sinister prediction. 
Moreover, in view of the known influence of the 
power of suggestion, it is quite evident that a predic- 
tion of misfortune or other calamity is not only 
impolitic, but may actually become dangerous, So 
much depends upon the character of the person to 
whom the predictions are made. It is always more 
helpful and useful to maintain a cheerful outlook, and 
I therefore suggest that things that had better not be 
said had better not be “ seen.” 
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
